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Longtime journalist/genealogist loved doing research

Regina Hines, whose genealogy columns enlightened South Mississippians for decades, wrote her last column, paragraph 
by paragraph, between rests. 


Her advice on deciphering old handwriting appeared in The Sun Herald and The Mississippi Press on Sunday, and on 
Monday she lost a seven-year bout with ovarian cancer. Three years ago, she retired after a long journalism career that 
carried her from social correspondent to reporter to bureau chief to managing editor. 


"Regina Hines, a home economics major in college, was always such a quiet, easy-going person, until she was assigned a 
breaking story," said Gary Holland, her editor at The Mississippi Press for many years. "No story was ever too big or too 
small. She went after them all with a get-the-facts vigor." 


Holland recalls the Saturday night that Hines covered an accident when a CSX train hit a vehicle. 


"She beat the photographer to the scene and his photo was of Regina almost under the train trying to help, encourage 
and interview the victim," said Holland, who now works for The Sun Herald. "That was so impressive." 


When the 67-year-old Ocean Springs resident retired from news, her column continued. Hines showed tenacity for all she 
tackled but was the first to admit that digging in records was her true love. 


"Regina was a natural at research," said Betty Rodgers, retired director of Jackson County Department of Archives. "She 
knew how to get the facts and keep them straight. She was always so generous and sharing with her research." 


That research remains a legacy for families looking for their roots and for historians/writers interested in the history of 
South Mississippi, particularly Jackson County. 


"Regina grew up in Pennsylvania, but was so involved in this community and steeped in its history that you'd never think 
of her as anything but a native," said Joanne Anderson, longtime friend and Jackson County information officer. "This is 
where she put her roots and where she thrived." 


Hines moved to Mississippi with her first husband and used her dietetics degree before becoming The Daily Herald's 
social news correspondent in 1968. The next year, when the paper opened a Jackson County bureau, she became a staff 
writer and eventually began at The Press. 


"She loved her newspaper job but that wasn't the whole picture," Anderson said. "She was a great wife, mother and 
community spirit. She was a humble person and would not like the word 'super' attached to her, but it fits." 


After being widowed, she married Bernard Ellison but kept the Hines name for writing. Her on-off, seven-year struggle 
with cancer has inspired others. 


"Regina cherished every day she had," Anderson said. "She worked, wrote, went to genealogy seminars and on river 
trips and spent time with family. She never lived like she was dying."
